And inthe firſt Chich after the Times 
of the Apoſtles, when ith.y ſtcod nor in teare of any 
P: rfccurion, the y publickly Warchcd and Faſted in thei 
C hurches all Faſtcy-week lorg ; bur eſpecially on the Eve 
of the Reſurr:. ron, The Vitils of this Feaſt (fanh Enſebine, 
lib.q. de vita Conſt) w.remide aslielt as day, by banging 
forth great wax.u Lights thraughunt the whole city, and I amps 
myſticaily expreſſing the Light of Salvatioz , which was thx 
rerdy to ſhige ſerth. Whence grew the Cuſtoms, bath for Cie 
ftirn Mcn and Women, to 17atch and Faſt on the Eves of great 
Solemn'ties, in their Ciurbes;, and ar the Sepulchres of Sarnts

Bur foraſmuch as in proceſs of time, theſe Nofurnatiand 
promiſcuous watchings, occaſioned much wickedneſs, there- 
fore were the :; omen inrerdiged acceſs thicher, e qued ſept 
flairh the Canon) [ub obſtentu orationss, ſcelera latenter commit 
tantur. Ar length the Viguls themſelves were inhibited ; and 
theſe Eaſts (which are kept on the Eves of the greateſt Feſti- 
vals, and obſcrved as well as the Holy Faſt ot Lent) jnſticured 
in th-ir ſtead, howbeir, they are ſtill called Vigls, as being 
rhe name of a Duty therein. And this was confirmed by In- 
nocent 3. about the y ay of Grace 1210.
